Denver, Colo., June C. — Conlinucd 
heavy r« Ins -extended little encourage- 
ment to eastern and central Colorado, 
which were swept by the worst floods 
in the state’s history. 

Meager reports indicated a loss run- 
ning into the millions, with the heav- 
iest damage at Pueblo, where a large 
part of the business section and sev- 
eral residential districts were inun- 
dated by waters from the Arkansas 
river. 

The known loss of life still remains 
at four, with possibilities of an in- 
crease in the death toll when wire 
communication was restored. 

$4,000,600 Loss in Pueblo. 

The situation early In the day was: 

I'ueldo inundated and cut .off from 
wire communication for hours. Spe- 
cial news dispatches placed loss at 
about $4,000,000. 

Marshall — Existence of the town of 
200 Inhabitants threatened by a broak 
in the Marshal! lake dam, a private ir- 
rigation project. 

Louisville, inundated, several Iiohscs 
and other buildings washed away. 

Loveland, dikes of lake broken and 
parts of town and farms inundated ; 
floods put out of commission electric 
power plant from which Fort Collins, 
Greeley and other Weld county towns 
get their light and power. 

Cloudburst Floods River. 

A cloudburst at Swallows, 13 miles 
west- of I’ueldo, sent' the Arkansas 
river on a rampage at dawn. By 8 
n. m. It had overflowed into the town, 
iuuiHlateil the business section and 
forced scores of families to flee froiu 
their homes in the lowlands. Eighteen 
families were tescued in boats, and 
boats also were used to rescue several 
persons from the federal building. 
Damage to the post office alone was 
officially estimated at $000;utK). 

Five feet of water was reported 
standing in the j-Treet.s of Pueblo. No 
details of the relief measures for flood 
Victims were available. 

A Western Union operator remained 
at his key in Pueblo sending a news 
dispatch concerning the flood until the 
flood waters had crept around las 
anfclps. 

Born’®; Ware of Break. 

At Marshall the aut)t>e town at 2P0 
parsed -the nigh* iu th<**r homes, fifljy 
dredged. Tfiifly to'tleo Vhin a sogiiaf of 
ho uli explnsjons gave iran/iug fha,t the 
dam’ bad broken, releasing 890 acres 
of waiter 63 feet deep. The (jam be- 
gan to weaken in the afternoon and 
efforts to lessen the strain on the 
structure by releasing some of the im- 
pounded water were rendered futile 
by the continued heavy flow from 
other streams and continued rain. 

Tlie -railway dam of the North Ster- 
ling reservoir broke, emptying into 
Fawnee creek, and causing the death 
of Sirs. Carl Davis and bnliy child. 
Two oilier children are missing. Davis 
was rescued from the flood, but not un- 
til after he was perhaps fatally In- 
jured. 

Many Cattle Drowned. 

At Lafayette Coal creek swept over ! 
its banks and inundated part of the 
town, swept over acres of farm land | 
and drowned several 'hundred cattle, - 
according to reports. 

Sand creek, ordinarily a dry ravine 
near Colorado Springs, became a roar- 
ing torrent 15 feet deep and a third 
of a mile wide. The flood covered 
the Colorado Springs aviation field, 
trapping three airplanes and maroon- 
ing tlieir pilots. 

AH automobile highway bridges be- 
tween Colorado Nprluga nod lhiehlo 
were reported hy county commission- 
ers as having been washed away. On ! 
the Boulder highway nearly 300 auto- 
tnohllists between Boulder and Den- 
ver were caught by the rain and ! 
forced to pass the night in their ears 
or abandon thejn and wade to farm- 
houses. 

Work All Night on Dike. 

At Loveland, northwest of Denver, ! 
virtually every nhle-hodied man 
worked all night to stop the break in 
the south dike of Lake Loveland. 

Water was pouring through a break 
four feet square according to latest j 
reports, and from two to eighteen 



Berlin Ready to Send Troops In Upper 
Silesia if Allies Are Unable to 
Cope With the Sit- 
uation.

The former German craft will be 
mu-bored in position about 50 miles 
niFt of Cape Charles light vessel in 
net: less tltsiti 50 fathoms of water. 

Opening operations against the U- 
117 will be launched hy seven divis- 
ions of navaO planes using 103-pound 
bombs. If this submarine has not 
been sunk by naval aircraft, army 
planes will attack with 250-pound 
bombs. Should the aircraft fail to 
sink the other submarines, a division 
of destroyers will attack by gunfire. 
At the conclusion of the gunfire any 
submarine afloat will lie sunk hy 
depth charges by a wrecking party 
from the North Dakota. 

The search for the Iowa will bring 
into play alt the ingenuity of aircraft 
and destroyers. It wHl msve under 
radio control of the Ohio and at the 
v.ero hour will he at some point be- 
tween tiie latitude of Cape llatteras 
and Cape Henlopen. 

Army and navy seaplanes and four 
nrmy dirigibles will form n scouting 
line between Cape llatteras and Cape 
Henhqien. I’lanes on the scouting 
line will assemble by divisions and 
proceed to the attack in order of light 
Imnilmrdnicnt squadrons, then heavy 
bombardment squadrons and sea- 

jilnnes. 

Should any of the former German 
xlestroyers remain afloat after the at- 
tack by aircraft and destroyers, a 
division of battleships will finish them 
at a range of 40.000 yards, using sec- 
ondary batteries only. 

The experiments with the battleship 
Ostfriesland on July 20 include a series 
of aerial ntnoks. If the bomb attack 
fails to sink the Ostfriesland the 
dreadnought Pennsylvania will open 
fire with its main battery at IS, 000 
yards. 



President Harding's Representatives ta 
Report on All Peace Decisiona — 
Note Informing Powers of 
New Policy Is Forwarded. 



Oppeln, Upper Silesia, May 0. — The 
Situation In this city, which has been i 
growing appreciably more tense, lias 
been made more serious by the ar- 
rival of hundreds of refugees. Many 
have been severely wounded and have 
excited the people with stories of al- 
leged Polisli brutallt'es. The refugees, 
augmented hy residents of Oppeln, 
held n silent demonstration parading 
up and down the principal streets aud 
past tlie administration building. 

Officials of the allies, frankly expect- 
ing an outbreak, say they would lie un- 
able to cope with an insurgent Ger- 
man populace. Prince lliitzfield, Ger- 
man delegate oil the allies' plebiscite 
commission, declared that every effort 
was being made to bold back the Ger- 
mans, hut that the danger was increas- 
ing hourly. 

“We have asked the allies to in- 
crease their forces here,” Prince Hatz- 
feld declared. “From 30,000 to 40,000 
soldiers are needed, and needed badly, 
if the most serious situation is to he 
avoided. We fully realize wlint the 
consequences of a fight between the 
Germans and French soldiers would 
t<e. and we will spare no effort to stave 
off an incident which might lead to 
war and would certainly cause wide- 
spread fighting among German civil- 
ians and Poles." 

German Prisoners Freed. 

German requests that the frontier 
between Germany and Upper Silesia 
| be opened and that all political prison- 
ers held by the allies iu Upper Silesia 
be released have been granted by the 
allies’ commission here.

Washington 
Stales will accept the allied invitation | 
to send representatives to the meet- j 
lugs of the supreme council, council 
of ambassadors and reparations com- 1 
mission.

The entire cabinet meeting was j 
given over to discussion of the allied j 
invitation to participate iu the delib- j 
erations of the bodfles handling post- J 
war matters. 

The discussion resulted in an agree- j 
ment that the administration cannot \ 
follow out the policy of asserting Am- 1 
crican rights, protecting this country's 
interests in question growing out of 
tlie war, without having represents- j 
fives preseut wiien these mutters are I 
considered. 

Note to Lloyd George. 

Tlie State department made public 
the following note addressed to Pre- 
mier Lloyd George as president of the 
ullied supreme council: 

"The government of tlie United 
State* lias received through the British | 
ambassador tlie courteous communica- 
tion in which you state that with the ! 
unanimous concurrence of the powers 
represented at tlie allied conference in j 
London you are to inquire whether this 
government is disposed to be repre- 
rented in the future as it was in tlie | 
pnst, nt allied conferences, at tlie con- ] 
ference of ambassadors in Paris aud 
on the reparations commission. 

“Tlie government of the United 
States, while maintaining the tradi- 
tional policy of abstention from partic- 
ipation in matters of distinctly Eu- 
rojiean concern, is deeply interested in 
the proposed economic adjustments 
mid in the jnst settlement of the mat- 
ters of world importance which are 
under discussion In these conferences 
nryi deijires helpfplly to co-operate 
in the delilierations rn these questions: 

“Sir. George llamey, appointed am- 
bassador to Great Britain, will he In- 
structed on liis arrival in Great Bri- 
tain to take part as the representative 
of the Presidept of tlie United State* 
in the deliberations of the supreme 
council. 

“The American ambassador to 
France will be instructed to resume

W. Hoyden will lie instructed to sit 
again in an unofficial capacity on the 
reparations commission. 

"Tlie government of the United 
States notes with pleasure your ex- 
pression of the belief of the repre- 
sentatives of the allied governments 
assembled In London that American 
co-operation in tlie settlement of the 
great International questions growing 
out of the World war will be of ma- 
terial assistance.”

Of a Texas cotton crop of over four 
million bales. 40 per cent remains un- 
marketed. The average cost of rail 
and water shipment from producing 
point to Liverpool has been reduced 
about $1.2S'/a P® r pounds, in the 
face of which about one-half million 
bales of cotton less than normal have 
been exported to Liverpool Obviously 
the freight rate ls not responsible for 
the restricted movement. 

During September. October, and 
November. 1920. 45 per cent less rice, 
50 per cent less canned salmon and 
77 per cent less dried fruit were ex- 
ported than during the same months 
of the previous year, although the 
reduction In ocean rates was sub- 
stantially more than the Increase In 
Inland rail rates, so that the material 
decline in the exports of these com- 
modities was in the face of a less ag- 
gregate cost of transportation.
